Clinics turn 
to e-bookings

Busy health clinics across Ed¬ 
monton are experiment with 
online booking tools to re¬ 
duce the number of appoint¬ 
ments patients miss or ignore 
and increase the number of 
people that doctors actually 
see each day. 

Several clinics, including 
Glenora Medical, the Allin and 
King Edward Medical Centre, 
have asked patients to use an 
online system to book or can¬ 


cel their appointments at any 
time of the day. 

“It’s fairly novel out there,” 
said Frank Coughlan, chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer with the 
Allin clinic, of the new tools. 

Coughlan said the service 
has allowed the Allin clinic to 
decrease the number of “no- 
show” appointments signifi¬ 
cantly. “The people who use 
e-boolcing rarely have missed 
appointments,” he said. 

Other Edmonton clinics 
are monitoring their no-show 
rates after introducing the 
new tools, and even imple¬ 
menting different online tools 
such as accessible lab results 
or prescription history in an 
effort to push people to be 
more committed to their ap¬ 
pointments. 

“Certainly what we have 
seen in clinics that have im¬ 
plemented e-boolcings is that 
it does reduce no-shows,” said 


Fraser Ratchford, group pro¬ 
gram director with Consum¬ 
er Health and Innovation at 
Canada Health Infoway. The 
Ontario-based company offers 
e-boolcing solutions to med¬ 
ical centres. “It makes the 
appointment more ‘sticky’ 
as some people use, because 
they have to attend,” he said. 

Coughlan said the typical 
no-show rate for full-time 
physicians at the Allin Clin¬ 
ic is, on average, two per 
cent each week. While that 
sounds low, it can add up to 
about three missed appoint¬ 
ments per week, or around 
150 missed appointments a 
year for just one doctor, he 
said. 

E-boolcings — which allow 
patients to change or alter 
their appointment, sometimes 
an hour before their appoint¬ 
ment — have changed those 
missed appointment numbers.

Controversial zoo 
gets rid of animals 


A private zoo in central Al¬ 
berta is getting rid of all its 
wildlife and li¬ 
censed animals. 

The contro¬ 
versial Guzoo 
near Three Hills, 
northeast of Cal¬ 
gary, has been 
under fire for 
several years by 
animal-welfare 
groups and, at one 
time, even retired 
game-show host 
Bob Barker. 

A phone greet¬ 
ing at the zoo 
Wednesday said the govern¬ 
ment is forcing the removal 
of animals and the facility is 


closed temporarily. 

Guzoo was opened in 1990 
by Lynn Gustafson 
and his family. 

It has housed 
nearly 400 ani¬ 
mals — and most 
recently had lions, 
a tiger and a ba¬ 
boon. 

In 2013, a video 
was released show¬ 
ing images of dirty 
cages, maggots in 
a feeding bowl 
and dead animals 
at the facility. 

No one from Gu¬ 
zoo was available for com¬ 
ment.

POLICE 

Officer pleads guilty 
to buying steroids 


A constable pleaded guilty to 
police-discipline-act charges 
Wednesday stemming from 
an investigation into steroid 
use within Edmonton Police. 

Const. Kevin Yaremchulc 
pleaded guilty to charges of 
discreditable conduct and de¬ 
ceit Wednesday but will not 
receive his sentence until May. 

According to the charge 
sheet, between July and De¬ 
cember 2012, Yaremchulc pur¬ 
chased the anabolic steroid 
Stanozolol. 

In May 2014, when asked 


about this by investigators 
with the Alberta Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team (ASIRT), 
Yaremchulc said he had not 
used steroids. 

In March, ASIRT criminally 
charged Det. Greg Lewis and 
Const. Darren French for traf¬ 
ficking in anabolic steroids. 

Yaremchulc declined to com¬ 
ment at the hearing. He re¬ 
mains on active duty. 

Lewis and French were both 
suspended without pay after 
they were charged.

Beloved brass 
mammal back 
after five years

What’s big, brass and has been 
living in hiding for about five 
years? The West Edmonton Mall 
whale, that’s what. 

Well, no longer. The whale 
is back. 

The massive art piece, cre¬ 
ated in 1983, was removed to 


create a seating area in 2010 
when much-demanded retailer 
Victoria’s Secret arrived. When 
it was removed, mall staff said 
the whale was going to be re¬ 
furbished and re¬ 
installed. 

And then it 
went into hiding. 

So popular was 
the whale that 
one local blogger 
kept tabs on the 
mall and recent¬ 
ly asked where 
it was. 

“I sent them an email wonder¬ 
ing how things are going with 
the whale statue,” wrote Mark 
Cappis. 


That’s when he heard the 
news from mall officials: the 
whale retumeth. 

“People are really excited to 
see it’s returning to the mall,” 
said Sherri Clegg, 
spokesperson for 
the mall. 

The whale has 
been given a new 
home in front of 
Sears and DeSer- 
res in Phase One 
on the first floor. 
Detailed plans for 
the area are not yet available. 

“I do know they’re planning to 
make it an interactive area with 
some soft seating, so it’s going 
to be a place where the whale, 


again, will be an attraction and 
people can enjoy being around it 
and interact with it,” said Clegg. 

One artist who grew up in the 
city has fond memories of those 
interactions. 

“I just remember going in¬ 
side of it whenever I was at the 
mall with my folks,” said Rog- 
ello Garcia. 

“It was the pirate ship first, 
then the whale.” 

The whale, actually a two- 
piece sculpture, has been hauled 
out from the depths of the shop¬ 
ping centre’s storage and is now 
on display. 

“The whale is out there,” add¬ 
ed Clegg.

Mounties bust up 
human-trafficking ring 
with ties to Edmonton 

The RCMP says it has 
broken up a Canada¬ 
wide prostitution ring 
that allegedly smuggled 
as many as 500 Asian 
women into the country. 

Federal authorities 
announced Wednesday 
they've broken up two 
major cells of the net¬ 
work in the last five days 
and arrested six people in 
the greater Montreal and 
Toronto areas. 

The accused are al¬ 
legedly part of an Asian- 
based organized crime 
ring that operated in Ed¬ 
monton, Calgary, Mont¬ 
real, Ottawa, Toronto, 
Halifax, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver. 

They face a host of 
charges including procur¬ 
ing, procuring minors, 
advertising sexual ser¬ 
vices and gaining a ma¬ 
terial benefit from sexual 
services. 

Two alleged ringlead¬ 
ers were arrested and 
flown to Montreal from 
Toronto Wednesday and 
are to appear in court 
Thursday, while police are 
seeking two other sus¬ 
pects.

Alberta is dramatically in¬ 
creasing access to the anti- 
opiod naloxone to deal with 
a troubling spike in fentanyl 
overdoses across the prov¬ 
ince. 

Dr. James Talbot, the prov¬ 


ince’s chief medical officer 
of health, announced the ex¬ 
pansion Wednesday. “This is 
a first step and we’re going 
to do our best to try and pre¬ 
vent as many of these deaths 
as possible,” he said. 

Over the last four years, 
fentanyl overdoses in Alberta 
have skyrocketed, from just 
six in 2011 to a troubling 
120 last year. 

“Every death is a tragedy, 
but these are preventable 
deaths and that makes them 
even more so,” said Talbot. 

Naloxone works as an anti¬ 
dote for opioid drug over¬ 
doses. 

Metro has reported about 


Edmonton’s Streetworks 
program’s efforts to pro¬ 
vide naloxone anti-overdose 
kits, which Talbot said will 
now serve as a model as the 
province works to tackle the 
fentanyl scourge. 

“That program was ground¬ 
breaking in Canada,” Talbot 
said of Streetworks. “It was 
the first in of it’s kind. (Pro¬ 
grams in) B.C. and Ontario 
modelled their programs on 
that.” 

Marliss Taylor manages the 
Streetworks Program, and 
said she’s thrilled to see the 
province embracing an anti¬ 
overdoes kit approach. 

“It certainly means a lot

of work ahead, but we’re ex¬ 
cited to do that,” she said. 

The only disappointing 
part of the province’s an¬ 
nouncement, Taylor said, is 
why it’s happening. 

“It’s just too bad it had to 
happen, because so many 
people died.”

Layoffs 
continue 
to rise 

Korean-owned Harvest Oper¬ 
ations Corp. confirmed Wed¬ 
nesday that it will delay the 
startup of its BlaclcGold oil- 
sands project while the com¬ 
pany continues to pare its 
workforce in the face of lower 
oil prices. 

“We, unfortunately, (have) 
had to reduce our total work¬ 
force number by 105 pos¬ 
itions,” spokesman Greg Foofat 
said in a telephone interview. 

“It wasn’t done all at once,” 
he said, adding that the re¬ 
ductions have been underway 
since the beginning of the year. 

“It’s just due to the lower 
expected plant operations due 
to lower commodity prices. It’s 
not just us, it’s our entire in¬ 
dustry that has been impacted 
by lower commodity prices.” 

The layoffs include both 
temporary and permanent 
staff, as well as contractors, 
and include positions in Cal¬ 
gary and in the field. Black- 
Gold is accounting for about 
30 of the layoffs in all three 
categories. 

Harvest had between 500 
and 600 permanent and part- 
time staff before the layoffs 
began. 

Meanwhile, Foofat said the 
10,000-barrel-a-day BlaclcGold 
thermal project has been com¬ 
pleted mechanically. 

“But once you start steam¬ 
ing you can’t stop,” he said. 
“So if we were to start steam¬ 
ing and start producing right 
now, it would be very margin¬ 
al returns. So it makes more 
sense for us to wait for more 
favourable heavy oil commod¬ 
ity prices before were actually 
start steaming.” 

Harvest Operations Corp. is 
a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Korea National Oil Corp., with 
operations in British Columbia, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan.

Church spared from wrecking ball

Millions still 
needed despite 
fundraising 
push

Edmonton’s century-old Mc¬ 
Dougall United Church could 
be spared destruction by 
wrecking ball after new dol¬ 
lars were committed Wednes¬ 
day, but its saviours still must 


raise millions to restore the 
building to its former glory. 

The provincial government 
announced Wednesday it will 
give the beleaguered church 
$750,000 for its restoration 
efforts, and Edmonton city 
council is expected to endorse 
that donation with another 
$500,000. 

The case is contingent on 
Edmonton’s longest-standing 
church receiving a provincial 
historic designation that will 
protect it from demolition. 

Still, supporters leading the 
fundraising efforts will have to 
come up with millions to fix 
broken brickwork, a shot boil¬ 
er and for asbestos removal. 


Coun. Scott McKeen was 
overjoyed at the news. 

“This is a landmark build¬ 
ing, it is a crucial part of Ed¬ 
monton’s story,” he said. “It 
has become an integral part of 
our city’s urban landscape.” He 
added that with so many new 
projects emerging downtown, 
the city can’t forget its past. 
“Just because we’re moving 
forward doesn’t mean we have 
to leave our history behind.” 

Alberta’s culture minister, 
Maureen Kubinec, said the 
$1.25 million pledged Wed¬ 
nesday will take care of the 
most critical work and she is 
confident more money can 
be found. 


“We’re also looking for 
other community partners 
who will help us, working as 
a group,” she said. 

Estimates to repair the 
building have been as high 
as $24 million, Kubinec said, 
but they’re hopeful it won’t 
need that much money. 

“That initial assessment was 
pretty broad and we’re think¬ 
ing by taking a more focused 
approach we can bring that 
number down.” 

Rev. Christina Bellsmith, 
who leads McDougall, said 
the contribution will get the 
building’s major issues fixed. 
“This is an amazing day. This 
will buy us some time.”

Province searches for new 
approach to mental health 


Students may soon see better 
access to in-school mental- 
health services, as the prov¬ 
ince is examining best practi¬ 
ces to create a more proactive 
approach. 

The 193 funded resour¬ 
ces for students across the 
province are going through 
a review process in order 
to be consolidated into a 
more uniform provincewide 
approach. 

One program, piloted 
in Red Deer, is being 


expanded and studied for its 
effectiveness. 

“Our government will ex¬ 
pand mental-health programs 
to reach students and youths 
at schools across the province, 
modelled on a very, very suc¬ 
cessful program,” said Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice. “It’s harder 
to be a young person today 
than it was back when I was 
in a school like this.” 

A pilot program between 
Alberta Health Services’ Ad¬ 
diction and Mental Health 


Strategic Clinical Network, 
Red Deer Public Schools and 
Red Deer Primary Care Net¬ 
work takes a proactive ap¬ 
proach and helps schools 
identify youth with mental- 
health issues. 

The four divisions taking 
part in the pilot projects will 
be Red Deer Catholic Region¬ 
al Schools, Chinook’s Edge 
School Division, Wetaslciwin 
Regional Public Schools and 
Medicine Hat.

Province’s plan 
to split funding 
cuts over two 
years 'helpful’ 

More modest cuts to post-sec- 
ondaiy likely mean a Calgaiy 
university hammered hard in 
the past will be able to keep its 
slate of programs intact in 2015. 

David Docherty, president of 
Calgaiy’s Mount Royal Univer¬ 
sity, said he was more pleased 
with the approach by the prov¬ 
ince to trim 1.4 per cent from 
Campus Alberta grants this 
year and another 2.7 per cent 
next year. 

“We had said all along if 
there are going to be cuts, 
don’t bury us the way you did 
a couple years ago with (7.3 


per cent) — give us a bit more 
time,” he said. “The fact these 
will take place over two years, 
I think is helpful.” 

The 7.3 per cent cut came 
in the 2013 budget and led to 
Mount Royal eliminating eight 
programs as well as dozens of 
staff positions. 

Asked if more programs 
could be on the chopping block 
this year, Docherty responded, 
“It’s certainly not in our game 
plan.” 

“We’re looking at numbers, 
but certainly we came into this 
saying program protection is 
our No. 1 priority and nothing 
that was announced (Thursday) 
changes that,” he said. 

Students at Mount Royal are 
in line to pay more next year, 
as the university will hike its 
services fee by 65 per cent to 
$200 a semester. Mount Royal 
also has yet to dec 


ide whether it will imple¬ 
ment approved market-modi¬ 
fication tuition hikes in busi¬ 
ness administration, nursing 
and science. 

Docherty, meanwhile, said 
his institution needed more 
information before weighing in 
on a potential shift in Alberta’s 
post-secondaiy sector, one that 
could see schools rely less heav¬ 
ily on provincial grants. 

“We think the province 
should invest in education be¬ 
cause the province gets a huge 
return on that investment,” 
he said. 

“We also think students 
should invest in their education 
because it’s not just tuition, it’s 
an investment in their future. 
The trick is to make sure that 
(return on investment) is not 
offset by debt that stops that 
ROI from happening veiy soon.”

Conservative Sen. Nancy Ruth 
appears to have little faith in the 
ability of the auditor general to 
figure out whether she and her 
colleagues were inappropriately 
billing taxpayers for expenses. 

“Most of their questions were 
not veiy sophisticated, nor do 
they really have anything to do 
with Senate business,” she told 
reporters Wednesday morning 
about her experience having em¬ 
ployees for the federal watchdog 
comb through her travel expense 
claims as part of a large-scale 
forensic investigation into Sen¬ 
ate reimbursements. 

“There are a couple of times 
when my assistant put in for a 
breakfast when I was on a plane 
and they say I should not claim 


because I should have eaten 
that breakfast. Well, those (free) 
breakfasts are pretty awful. If 
you want ice-cold Camembert 
with broken crackers ...” Nancy 
Ruth said. “I just don’t think they 
understand anything of what it’s 
like to fly around the world to 
get here. They just don’t know,” 
she said. 

The Conserva¬ 
tive senator for 
Ontario was re¬ 
sponding to a re¬ 
port by CTV News 
Tuesday night that 
dozens of senators 
have received let¬ 
ters from the Of¬ 
fice of the Auditor 
General asking them to account 
for questionable claims. 

A sourced confirmed to Tor- 
star News Service on Wednes¬ 
day that at least 44 senators 
have received such letters and 
that one of them is former Lib¬ 
eral senator Rose-Marie Losier- 
Cool, who was asked to explain 
some $100,000 in claims. 


CTV News also said at least one 
senator has already paid back a 
claim flagged by auditors. 

NDP MP Charlie Angus, the 
ethics critic for his party, dis¬ 
missed the notion that the aud¬ 
itor general is being too strict by 
questioning senators over why 
they claimed per-diems for meals 
they could have 
eaten free on air¬ 
planes as well as 
at receptions and 
other Senate-re¬ 
lated gatherings. 

“I think what 
Canadians are 
smart enough to 
know is here is a 
bunch of whiny 
senators trying to deflect atten¬ 
tion from the fact that they have 
had no oversight, no accountabil¬ 
ity, so they are hying to pretend 
that this huge number that has 
been racked up is because they 
had some sandwiches at meet¬ 
ings. I don’t buy that,” Angus 
said Wednesday.

Quebec to continue to support 
Badawi despite criticism 


Saudi Arabia’s ambassador to 
Canada is telling Quebec pol¬ 
iticians his government won’t 
accept meddling in its internal 
affairs in response to the case 
of a jailed blogger. 

The ambassador sent a letter 
addressed to the Speaker of the 
national assembly regarding Raif 
Badawi, saying his government 
expresses “its strong surprise 
and dismay” at what is being 
said and written about the case. 

Badawi was sentenced to 10 
years in prison, 1,000 lashes and 


fined for criticizing Saudi Ara¬ 
bian clerics. The first 50 lashes 
were carried out in early Janu¬ 
ary, but he has not been flogged 
since. 

The March 10 letter was also 
sent to the federal government 
and is critical of attacks by media 
and international agencies on 
Saudi Arabia’s human rights 
record. 

“(The kingdom) does not ac¬ 
cept any form of interference in 
its internal affairs and rejects the 
encroachment on its sovereign 


right or the compromising of its 
judiciary independence and in¬ 
tegrity,” writes Naif Bin Bandir 
AlSudairy. 

Quebec Immigration Minister 
Kathleen Weil said Wednesday 
her government will continue 
to champion Badawi’s cause as 
well as challenge other human 
rights abuses around the world. 

“We want Raif Badawi to be 
released from prison and to be 
able to come here and live with 
his wife and his children,” Weil

TRAVEL BAN 

Fahmy shocked at Ottawa’s 
refusal to issue passport 


A Canadian journalist on trial 
in Egypt on widely denounced 
terror charges expressed shock 
and anger Wednesday over Ot¬ 
tawa’s refusal to issue him a 
passport while he awaits the 
outcome of his case. 

Mohamed Fahmy, who was 
born in Egypt but immigrated 
to Canada with his family as 


a teenager, said his original 
Canadian passport was seized 
by Egyptian authorities when 
he was first arrested in Cairo 
in December 2013, and has 
never been returned. 

The 40-year-old, who spent 
more than a year in a Cairo 
prison, has been trying to 
acquire a new passport ever 


since being released on bail 
in February. 

“I am crippled and it’s be¬ 
coming a security threat that 
I’m walking around with no 
Canadian passport,” he said 
in an interview from Cairo. 

“I don’t know what to do 
anymore.”

Canadian diplomat’s son lolled in shooting 


One teenage son of a Miami- 
based Canadian diplomat was 
killed and a younger son is under 
arrest after they were involved in 
an alleged drug deal that turned 
into a gun battle, according to 
police records and the diplomat’s 
ex-husband. 

Germano Wabafiyebazu said 
Wednesday his 17-year-old son, 
Jean, was lolled when he went 
into a house to buy marijuana, 
and that police arrested his 
15-year-old son. 

Wabafiyebazu was formerly 


married to the boys’ mother, 
Canadian consul general Rox¬ 
anne Dube. 

The Miami Police Depart¬ 
ment would not comment on 
the shootings. The Miami-Dade 
State Attorney’s Office confirmed 
that another man, 19-year-old 
Anthony Rodriguez, was charged 
with second-degree murder and 
marijuana possession with intent 
to sell for his alleged role. 

The Rodriguez arrest report 
says a second man was shot to 
death inside the house, but he 


was not identified. 

The police report also quotes 
unidentified witnesses as saying 
Rodriguez brought two pounds 
of marijuana to the house and 
began to negotiate. 

In addition, the 15-year-old 
faces charges of threatening a 
police officer while in custody, 
according to a separate police 
report. That report also briefly 
refers to a gunfight in which 
Jean Wabafiyebazu was killed. 

Germano Wabafiyebazu said 
his sons borrowed their mother’s 


personal vehicle which has dip¬ 
lomatic licence plates, to drive to 
the house but told their mother 
they were just going for a drive. 
He said he was told that Marc 
rushed into the house after hear¬ 
ing a gunshot. 

Dube started her job as consul 
general in Miami in February. She 
was previously Canada’s ambas¬ 
sador to Zimbabwe from 2005 to 
2008 and also served as a staff 
member for a Canadian Liberal 
cabinet minister for over a dec¬ 
ade.

Clock runs out 
for thousands 
oftemporary 
foreign workers 

Mario Reyes choked back tears 
on Wednesday while discussing 
his last-ditch attempt to remain 
in Canada as the clock ran out for 
thousands of temporary foreign 
workers like him whose work 
permits have expired. 

Reyes, who came to Canada 
from the Philippines seven years 
ago, has been working at a Minit 
Lube franchise in Red Deer, Alta., 
as a temporary foreign worker. 
He’s now facing the reality that 
he will soon have to return home. 

“When I was in the Philip¬ 
pines, life was really hard for 
me, but when I got a chance to 
work here everything changed,” 
said Reyes at his lawyer’s office 
in Calgary. 

Reyes turns 48 later this 
month. His application for 
permanent residency, filed last 
November, has been rejected 
and his hopes of eventually be¬ 
coming a Canadian citizen are 
in jeopardy. 

“It’s Canadian first; I under¬ 


stand,” said Reyes. “It’s Canadian 
first, but I deserve to stay. I pay 
my taxes, I work hard, I do not 
break the law. I deserve to be a 
Canadian or at least a permanent 
resident.” 

In 2011, the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment set April 1,2015, as the 
deadline for temporary foreign 
workers in low-skilled jobs to 
either become permanent resi¬ 
dents or return home. 

In Alberta alone, 10,000 tem¬ 
porary foreign workers have ap¬ 
plied to stay in Canada. 

Immigration Canada hasn’t 
divulged the total number of 
workers who now must leave, 
but immigration and labour mar¬ 
ket experts have estimated tens 
of thousands are affected. 

In Ottawa, Employment Minis¬ 
ter Pierre Poilievre defended the 
government’s position. 

“Our policy is that Canadians 
should come first for Canadian 
jobs,” Poilievre told reporters. 

“The April 1st deadline has 
been known for a very long time 
and the purpose of the program 
is for it to be temporary. That’s 
why they’re called temporary 
foreign workers.” 

Businesses should raise wages 
and hire Canadians if they’re 
struggling to fill positions, he 
added, the Canadian press

The coast guard plans to take 
some non-essential personnel 
off the icebreaker Ann Harvey, 
which struck a rocky shoal Wed¬ 
nesday and punctured its hull 


off the coast of Newfoundland. 

Coast guard Capt. Jim Chmiel 
said the ship is anchored nine 
kilometres southwest of Burgeo 
and is not in danger of sinking. 

No injuries were reported 
among the 26 crew members 
and two cadets who were on 
board. The coast guard says in 
a statement that all personnel 
were safe. 

Chmiel said it plans to remove 
the two cadets and as many as 


four non-essential crew members 
from the Ann Harvey. 

The other crew members will 
remain on board the ship as it 
waits for the arrival of the Can¬ 
adian Coast Guard Ship Louis S. 
St-Laurent, which will tow it to 
a sheltered harbour for repairs, 
said Chmiel, the superintend¬ 
ent of the coast guard’s regional 
operations centre. 

The ship took on water in the 
propulsion motor room and two 


electrical motors are damaged, 
he said. Pumps were keeping up 
with the flow of water coming 
into the damaged compartments 
and Chmiel said the situation 
was “stabilized” early Wednes¬ 
day evening. 

“The water is not rising any 
more and the (pumps) are keep¬ 
ing up to the inflow of water,” 
he said. “We’re just waiting for 
a large ship to tow it away to a

Phase l trials suggest 
Ebola vaccine is safe 


The first human trials of a de- 
signed-in-Canada Ebola vaccine 
suggest it is safe and triggers a 
rapid immune response, two 
articles published Wednesday 
reveal. 

The work, based on six clin¬ 
ical trials in the United States, 
Switzerland, Germany, Gabon 
and Kenya, found the vaccine 
quickly generates antibodies in 
people who receive it. Whether 
those antibodies protect against 
infection remains to be seen, but 
early evidence suggests that is a 
strong possibility. 

The vaccine is called rVSV- 
ZEBOV and was created by scien¬ 
tists at the National Microbiology 
Laboratoiy in Winnipeg, part of 
the Public Health Agency of Can¬ 
ada. It is being developed by U.S. 
biotech NewLinlc Genetics and 
pharma giant Merck. 

Published in the New Eng¬ 
land Journal of Medicine, the 
articles describe Phase 1 clinical 
trials which represent the first 
time this vaccine was given to a 
number of people. The two U.S. 
trials are reported in one article 
while the other presents findings 
from the European and African 
research. 

Phase 1 trials are designed to

Terry Fox exhibit opens at 
Canadian Museum of History 

Doug Alward hasn't spoken 
publicly about Terry Fox 
more than a couple of times 
in the 35 years since the end 
of the Marathon of Hope in 
1980. 

So it was a rare occasion 
when Alward gave brief re¬ 
marks Tuesday at an exhibit 
chronicling Fox's legacy that 
opens to the public Thursday 
at the Canadian Museum of 
History in Gatineau., Que.

Those trials were conducted at 
the Walter Reed Army Institute 
of Research and the U.S. National 
Institute of Allergy and Infec¬ 
tious Diseases, both located in 
Bethesda, Md. 

By Day 28, all the vaccinated 
volunteers had shown an anti¬ 
body response. A total of 190 
participants received the vac¬ 
cine in the six studies combined.

A 15-year-old girl committed 
suicide a week after three 
classmates photographed 
themselves sexually assaulting 
her at a 2012 party, petrified 
the boys would circulate the 
photos online and believing 
gossip about her was spread¬ 
ing widely. 

Audrie Pott’s story has 
captivated those concerned 
with teen bullying, which ap¬ 
pears to be on the rise with 
the help of smartphones and 
social media but rarely ends 
in suicide. 

A wrongful-death trial this 
month in San Jose, Calif., 
will determine whether 
bullying played a role in the 
girl’s death. Lawyers were to 
argue Wednesday over what 
evidence the jury will hear, 
while opening statements are 
expected to start next week. 

The three boys, now high- 
school seniors, and other teens 
are expected to deliver uncom¬ 


fortable and emotional testi¬ 
mony about the party where 
Audrie was sexually assaulted 
after passing out drunk and 
other events leading up to 
her death. 

Pariy Aftab, a digital-privacy 
lawyer, said Audrie’s death 
likely will be discussed at an 


international anti-bullying 
conference in Ireland in May 
that she’s helping organize. 

“Depending on what the 
jury decides, the kids will look 
at this and see there may be 
consequences,” Aftab said. 

Audrie’s parents say the as¬ 
sault and fear of online ridi¬ 


cule caused her death and they 
have pursued a wrongful-death 
lawsuit against the boys, their 
families and others for three 
years that will culminate with 
the three-week trial. 

Her parents say they want 
to hold the boys responsible 
and call attention to bully-

ing, social-media shaming and 
teen suicide. One of the three 
teens told attorneys that in the 
weeks before Audrie’s death, 
the trio swapped racy selfies 
of girls they badgered into 
taking the photos. 

That boy and his family re¬ 
cently apologized to the Pott 
family and settled their por¬ 
tion of the case for an amount 
of money a judge has ordered 
be kept confidential. But the 
other two teens insist they 
weren’t responsible for Au¬ 
drie’s death. 

The Pott family’s lawyer 
said that the “majority” of 
proceeds from the lawsuit will 
be donated to the Audrie Pott 
Foundation and used to lobby 
for anti-bullying laws.

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Arkansas governor urges fixing 
religious-objection measure

Proposed 
state law has 
faced strong 
backlash 

The governor of Arkansas on 
Wednesday called for changes 
to a religious objection meas¬ 
ure that has faced a backlash 
from businesses and gay rights 
groups. 

Gov. Asa Hutchinson, a Re¬ 
publican, said the proposed 
law wasn’t intended to sanc¬ 
tion discrimination based on 
sexual orientation, as critics 
have claimed. 

Nonetheless, the governor 
said he wants changes to the 
bill lawmakers sent him, pro¬ 
hibiting state and local govern¬ 
ment from infringing upon 
someone’s religious beliefs 
without a compelling interest. 
Hutchinson said he wants the 


legislature to either recall the 
bill or pass a followup measure 
to make the proposal more 
closely mirror a 1993 federal 
religious freedom law. 

Hutchinson had initially sup¬ 
ported the bill and on Tuesday 
his office had said he planned 


to sign it into law. 

But by Wednesday, his pos¬ 
ition had changed. After Indi¬ 
ana Gov. Mike Pence signed 
a similar measure last week, 
Pence and fellow Republicans 
endured days of sharp criti¬ 
cism. The Indiana governor is 


now seeking followup legisla¬ 
tion to address concerns that 
the law could allow businesses 
to discriminate based on sexual 
orientation. 

Neither the Indiana nor 
Arkansas law specifically men¬ 
tions gays and lesbians, but 
opponents are concerned that 
their language could offer a 
legal defence to businesses and 
other institutions that refuse 
to serve gays, such as caterers, 
florists or photographers with 
religious objections to same- 
sex marriage. 

Supporters insist the law will 
only give religious objectors 
a chance to bring their case 
before a judge. 

Similar proposals have been 
introduced in more than a doz¬ 
en states. Nineteen other states 
have similar laws on the books. 

Conservative lawmakers 
have proposed the religious- 
protection laws as gay mar¬ 
riage advanced rapidly across 
America, an attempt to shield 


people from private discrimina¬ 
tion lawsuits if they felt that 
doing business with same-sex 
couples violated their religious 
beliefs. Echoing the reaction to 
Indiana’s law, Hutchinson has 
faced pressure from the state’s 
top employers, including re¬ 
tail giant Wal-Mart, which 
complained that the measure 
was discriminatory and would 
stifle economic development. 
Little Rock’s mayor, the city’s 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Arkansas-based data services 
company Acxiom all urged the 
governor to reject the measure 
in recent days. 

Other big names in business, 
including Apple, Gap and Levi 
Strauss, have also spoken out 
against the religious-objection 
measures. 

Experts say companies are 
increasingly concerned about 
any laws that could alienate 
customers, hurt state econ¬ 
omies or limit employers’ abil¬ 
ity to attract and retain talent.

France recovers remains 
from Alps crash; families 
must wait to get them 

Just over a week after a Ger- 
manwings plane crashed 
into the French Alps, investi¬ 
gators have finished retriev¬ 
ing human remains from the 
crash site and are now trying 
to match them with DNA 
profiles from the 150 people 
killed — an arduous task that 
could leave families waiting 
for months. 

The extraordinary re¬ 
covery process mobilized 
hundreds of people and cut 
a stony road into a forest¬ 
ed Alpine mountainside to 
help the team bring back 
anything they found, from a 
body part to a tiny shred of 
skin. Not a single intact body 
was found. 

While the retrieval of DNA 
from the body parts may 
be completed as early as 
this week, it will take two to 
four months to match the 
samples with the victims' 
DNA profiles, said Francois 
Daoust, head of the France's 
IRCGN national criminal lab¬ 
oratory.

Emirates, Etihad Airways

No evidence yet 
of major spill, 
says Pemex 

A massive ball of flames en¬ 
gulfed an oil platform in the 
Gulf of Mexico on Wednesday, 
killing four people and send¬ 
ing terrified workers jumping 
into the sea. 

State-run oil company Pet- 
roleos Mexicanos, or Pemex, 
said there was no evidence yet 
of a major oil spill following 
the blast, which injured 16 


workers, two seriously, and 
forced the evacuation of 300. 

Fleets of helicopters ferried 
workers with bandaged hands 
and faces and burn marks on 
their overalls to the nearby city 
of Ciudad del Carmen, where 
crowds of concerned relatives 
thronged outside hospitals. 

A survivor of the blaze on 
the shallow-water Ab lea tun 
Permanente platform in the 
Campeche Sound said work¬ 
ers “jumped into the sea out of 
desperation and panic.” 

“There was nothing you 
could do but run,” said Roger 
Arias Sanchez, an employee of 


Pemex contractor Cotemar who 
escaped the burning platform 
in an evacuation boat. 

Eight firefighting boats were 
trying to extinguish the fire, 
said Pemex. Mexico’s Energy 
Security Agency said the fire 
“is being extinguished.” 

President Enrique Pena 
Nieto said the causes of the ac¬ 
cident are under investigation. 

Pena said he had issued or¬ 
ders “to carry out the appro¬ 
priate investigations to find 
whoever is responsible, but 
above all, to avoid this type of 
accident in the future.” 

On its Twitter account Wed¬ 


nesday afternoon, Pemex raised 
the death toll from one to four. 
Many of the injured appeared 
to be Cotemar employees. 

Pemex’s media office said 
it was unclear whether any 
significant amount of oil had 
spilled from the Abkatun 
Permanente platform, which 
largely serves to separate gas, 
oil and other petroleum prod¬ 
ucts and pump them to refin¬ 
eries onshore. 

Previous spills from Mexican 
facilities had usually occurred 
at active offshore wells, not 
processing stations such as 
Abkatun. the associated press

in Tikrit 

The Iraqi government on 
Wednesday declared victory 
in Tikrit over ISIL extremists 
and warned the militants hold¬ 
ing other provinces that they 
would be the next to fall. 

Prime Minister Haider al- 
Abadi walked triumphantly 
along a street in Tikrit, cariying 
an Iraqi flag and surrounded by 
jubilant forces. 

Across the border in Syria, 
however, ISIL fighters made 
their deepest foray yet into the 
capital of Damascus by infiltrat¬ 
ing a Palestinian refugee camp, 
according to opposition activ¬ 
ists and Palestinian officials. 

Iraq’s victory over the ex¬ 
tremists in Tikrit was seen as 
a key step toward eventually 
driving the militants out of 
Mosul, Iraq’s second-largest 
city and the capital of Nineveh 
province. 

Defence Minister Khalid al- 
Obeidi announced the victory, 
saying security forces have “ac¬ 
complished their mission” in 
the month-long offensive to rid 
Saddam Hussein’s hometown 
and the broader Salahuddin 
province of the militant group. 

“We have the pleasure, with 
all our pride, to announce the 
good news of a magnificent 
victory,” Obeidi said in a video 
statement. He named the other 
Iraqi provinces still being held 
by ISIL militants. 

“Here we come to you, An- 
bar! Here we come to you, Nin¬ 
eveh, and we say it with full 
resolution, confidence and per¬ 
sistence,” he said. 

Al-Abadi said that military 
engineering units still need 
more time to clear Tikrit of 
booby traps and looked to 
the next steps for the city and 
province.

New device makes 
walking easier 


WEARABLE ROBOTICS 

It has no motor 
but a spring 
to store and 
release energy 

Engineers have come up with 
a motor-free device to make 
walking more efficient and 
easier — something scientists 
once thought couldn’t be done. 

The prototype exoslceleton 
boot runs from just below the 
knee to the ankle, and when 
you strap on a pair, you can 
reduce the energy it takes to 
walk by seven per cent. That 
means you won’t bum as many 
calories. 

It’s wearable robotics with¬ 
out a motor or a power source. 
The one-pound device relies 
instead on a spring to store 
energy and release it with each 
step, and a clutch that engages 
the spring at the proper mo¬ 
ment. The device is a little too 
bulky to fit under pants legs 
or socks. 


“It doesn’t look too bad. 
Looks kind of flashy,” said 
Carnegie Mellon University 
engineering professor Steven 
Collins, lead author of a study 
published Wednesday in the 
journal Nature. 

“When you first put them 
on, it feels a little bit odd, then 
after a few minutes you don’t 
really notice it veiy much.” 

With an obese nation, mak¬ 
ing exercise burn fewer calories 
may not seem like the best 
idea, but it’s not as crazy as it 
sounds, Collins said. 

Studies show that when 
walking or biking becomes 
harder, people do it less. So 
maybe if it becomes easier, 
people will do it more and bum 
more calories in the long mn, 
Collins said. 

This sort of hydraulic cast 
could also boost the develop¬ 
ment of other exoslceleton de¬ 
vices — perhaps for the hips 
— to help disabled people walk 
better, Collins and other en¬ 
gineering professors said. The 
key innovation was coming up 
with the clutch, Collins said.

He said he has no plans to 
manufacture or market this 
particular device but will talk 
to others who want to do so. 
This was more of an engineer¬ 
ing challenge than a plan to 
create the next hot product, 
Collins said. For a long time, 
researchers had figured that 
evolution had already provided 
humans with the most efficient 
means of moving. 

So the question was: Can 
scientists improve on nature 
without using motors? “Most 
studies show that walking is 
incredibly efficient, so find¬ 
ing a way to make it better 
is incredibly interesting,” 
said professor Andy Ruina.

hand’s blue and pink fingers 
on her bike’s left handlebar 
and took off for a lengthy ride 
around the Build It Workspace 
in Los Alamitos, Calif., on Tues¬ 
day morning.

Gov. Mike Pence signed the 
Religious Freedom Restoration 
Act, which, he says, “ensures 
that Indiana law will respect 
religious freedom and apply 
the highest level of scrutiny to 
any state or local government¬ 
al action that infringes on 
people’s religious liberty.” 

It sounds nice, like he’s just 
signed a law that says eveiy- 
one can go to church and not 
be worried that the govern¬ 
ment might try to stop them. 

This law is anything but 
nice. In layman’s terms, this 
law says that business owners 
can choose not to serve cus¬ 
tomers that offend their re¬ 
ligious beliefs. The example 
that’s being most commonly 
referenced is that a Christian 


serve members of the LGBTQ 
community because they 
somehow “infringe on their re¬ 
ligious liberty.” 

I keep looldng at the calen¬ 
dar to see if it really is 2015. 

I keep checking Google Maps 
to make sure Indiana is in the 
United States of America —

What made this law particu¬ 
larly scaiy was that Indiana 
doesn’t have any statewide 
anti-discrimination legislation 
when it comes to sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

So theoretically, it meant 
that in certain Indiana cities, 
businesses would legally be 
allowed to put a sign in their 
window saying, “No Gays.” 

This, of course, rings a ter¬ 
rible bell and one can’t help 
but think back to those “No 


until just over 50 years ago in 
the southern U.S. Has Pence 
learned nothing from histoiy? 

Incidentally, if I came across 
any store that had any sign 
that said anyone was not wel¬ 
come, I’d probably suffer an 
anger-induced bout of dyslexia 
and read it as, “Please throw 
rocks at our window.” 

The backlash to the law was 
refreshingly harsh: Connecti¬ 
cut announced a boycott of 
Indiana, the band Wilco can¬ 
celled a concert there, large 
business deals that involved 
the state were put on hold. 

I couldn’t help but laugh 
when during an interview 
with George Stephanopoulos, 
Pence called this backlash 
“intolerant.” Yes, Mike, people 
are intolerant of intolerance 
and thank God for that — on 
Tuesday, Pence announced 
that he’d be amending the bill 
to make it clear that this law 


crimination against the LGBTQ 
community. 

I believe in religious free¬ 
doms and liberties. Like how 
the Federal Court of Canada 
ruled it was unlawful to force 
a Muslim woman, Zunera 
Ishaq, to remove her niqab at 
her citizenship ceremony. She 
has eveiy right to practise her 
religion. But if Ishaq owned a 
business and refused to serve 
me because I was not wearing 
a niqab? Well, that wouldn’t 
be cool. 

While I’m glad Pence has 
chosen to clarify this bill, I’m 
sad that there’s even a bill like 
this that needs clarifying.

Faith is splintering, 
but it is not dying 



It's Easter. So I'm going to take 
my day off on Friday, and I'm 
going to church. 

I probably won't see you 
there. 

We all know statutory holi¬ 
days like Easter and Christmas 
are only religious historically 
for many Canadians. Your 
weekend might be more 
about bunnies and chocolate 
and ham than celebrating our 
risen Lord. Correction: my 
risen Lord. 

Religion has been on a 
downward trend in this coun¬ 
try, but a new study shows 
that the picture is far more 
complicated than increasingly 
empty pews. 

Faith is splintering, but it is 
not dying. 

While subscriptions to 
major religions have fallen to 
30 per cent from 45 per cent 
in 1985, the year I was born, 
we also now have a majority 
of Canadians straddling the 
middle ground between belief 
in a traditional faith, and belief 
in nothing at all, according to 
an Angus Reid study released 
last week. 

The 44 per cent of us who 
consider ourselves ambiva¬ 
lent about religion "consist¬ 
ently seem to be open not 
only to religious beliefs, but 
to a range of other non¬ 
naturalist beliefs as well, such 
as psychic phenomena and 
astrology," the study found. 

The finding suggests many 
of us believe we "cannot live 
by rationality alone." Which 
perhaps explains the two- 
thirds of us who the study 
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found believe in an afterlife 
and a supreme being. 

The study also showed that 
immigration is boosting the 
ranks of many Christian and 
non-Christian religions. 

There are one million 
Muslims, 500,000 Hindus, 
and 330,000 Jews in this 
country, plus about 25,500 
Pagans, 1,000 Rastafarians 
and dozens of other small 
faith groups, according to 
Statistics Canada data from 
2011 . 

Plus the 22 million who, like 
me, identify as Christian. 

I bet even many of these 
believers, like me, have what 
I'd call the personalized ap¬ 
proach. For example, I believe 
in God, and that gay is good 
and the state has no place 
barring abortions. 

Atheism might have had a 
pop culture moment, but with 
only 48,675 of us identifying 
as atheist, it hasn't sunk our 
collective sense of faith. 

And I don't think it can. 
There seems to be something 
innate in humans that drives 
us to see life as more than this 
one moment, in this one day. 
The world seems vaster and 
more glorious and even more 
meaningful than its parts. 

Belief is not something that 
we have learned our way out 
of. We appear to crave faith — 
in something. 

So I'll take my Easter long 
weekend. And my Jesus in a 
totally non-ironic way. 

And the cute bunnies and 
chocolate. 

Live and let believe.

Furious 7 has already generat¬ 
ed its share of column inches 
from entertainment journal¬ 
ists.

quality of his film. 

“Universal is going to have 
the biggest movie in history 
with this movie,” Diesel said, 
likely sounding as though 
he’s dragging every word 
through sandpaper. “It will 
probably win best picture at 
the Oscars, unless the Oscars 
don’t want to be relevant 
ever.” 


He’s likely only half wrong. 
In 2011 he made a similar 
award season prediction 
about Fast 5 and while that 
didn’t pan out, the movie 
made a fortune, grossing 
north of $600 million world¬ 
wide. 

He’s right to say that the 
new film will surely put the 
pedal to the metal and sell a 


lot of popcorn. Despite so-so 
reviews, the Fast and Furious 
franchise has an EZ Pass to 


the box office fast lane, gross¬ 
ing two billion plus dollars 
since racing into theatres 


in 2001. 

“Just because they are for 
the working class doesn’t 
mean they’re not great,” 
Diesel said. 

F&F fans enjoy the formu¬ 
la, which can be broken down 
to essentially this: Swagger 
interrupted by a snappy one- 
liner, a wild car chase, a fight 
scene. Repeat. 

The movies aren’t Kier¬ 
kegaard, and that’s one of 
the reasons they haven’t run 
out of gas yet. Over seven 
entries, they’ve remained 
loud and proud, lowbrow and 
unashamed. They’re a wild 
celebration of muscle cars, 
muscle shirts and muscle 
heads. 

Like an engorged Hot 
Wheels set, the films are 
playthings for the directors 
— there have been four over 
the run of the series — who 
toe the company line time 
after time offering up a car¬ 
crushing stew where sophis¬ 
ticated line readings and 
nuanced storytelling take a 
backseat to frenetic editing 
and in-your-face explosive 
action. They exist in a world 
where people only drink Bud- 
weiser and bastardizations 
like Bud Lime don’t exist. 
That purity of vision is the 
beauty of the series. 

Despite the loss of Walker, 
you can bet Furious 7 won’t 
be the last movie in the ser¬ 
ies. 

As long as the formula 
works and the money con¬ 
tinues to come in fast and 
furious, Diesel and company 
won’t put these films in the 
rear-view mirror.

Woman in Gold is director Simon 
Curtis’s followup to the Acad¬ 
emy Award-nominated My Week 
with Marilyn, which chronicled 
seven days in the life of Marilyn 
Monroe during production of 
the 1957 film The Prince and 
the Showgirl. 

In the new movie, Dame Helen 


Mirren plays Maria Altmann, a 
Jewish refugee of the Second 
World War who flees Austria to 
settle in the U.S. She enlists the 
help of young lawyer Randol 
Schoenberg (Ryan Reynolds) to 
help reclaim five Gustav Klimt 
paintings, including one of her 
aunt, Portrait of Adele Bloch- 
Bauer I. 

Looted by Nazis at the outset 
of the war, the iconic artwork 
(referred to as the “Mona Lisa 
of Austria” in the film ) hung 
in the state gallery for five dec¬ 
ades. The case wound its way for 
years through the courts, until it 
reached the U.S. Supreme Court 
and then binding arbitration by 
a panel of three Austrian judges. 

He spent a week with Marilyn, 
the director teases, but years 
with Maria. 


The story first grabbed his 
interest when he saw a BBC Im¬ 
agine documentary on her strug¬ 
gle to reclaim artworks that were 
rightfully hers. He was taken 
with the character of Maria, who 
reminded him of many people 
he grew up with. “I’m from a 
Jewish family in London,” he 
says, “and I met many women 
like Maria.” 

The resulting film plays like 
two thrillers — the present day 
legal stoiy and the baclcstoiy— 
told in flashbacks. 

One is a procedural, one a hor¬ 
rifying look at the rise of Nazism 
in Austria, mixed and matched 
to form a whole. But Woman in 
Gold isn’t strictly a movie about 
a lawsuit or Holocaust horror, it’s 
really a stoiy about the power of 
memories and heritage. 


Curtis says the casting of Mir¬ 
ren was crucial to the success of 
the film. He needed an actress of 
a certain age and one who could 
portray the emotional range of 
a woman trapped between her 
real world pain and the mem¬ 
ories she holds dear. On Mirren’s 
face is the stoiy, a vision of loss 
and anguish, but tempered with 
a tale of determination. 

Curtis first met Mirren al¬ 
most thirty years ago when he 
assistant directed a production 
of Measure for Measure in 1979. 
He remembers her as a formid¬ 
able force and jokingly calls him¬ 
self “her tea boy.” 

“I sat with her in the kitchen 
and helped her answer fan mail 
and boiled water for tea,” he 
says. “I did essentially the same 
job on this film.”

SAM HEUGHAN 

From Batman to 
the 18th-century 



Sam Heughan has become some¬ 
thing of a heartthrob playing a 
fieiy 18th-centuiy Scottish war¬ 
rior married to a Second World 
War combat nurse who mysteri¬ 
ously transported back in time 
in the sci-fi romance Outlander. 

The show, which returns to 
Showcase for its midseason pre¬ 
miere on Sunday, has developed 
a rabid fan base with as many 
as five million Americans tun¬ 
ing in to catch Heughan and his 
ldlt each week. The British Film 
Institute even reports that the 
show’s popularity has inspired 
a tourism boom in Scotland. 

On Heughan’s recent trip to 
Toronto, fans lined up in the 
cold to catch a glimpse of the 
handsome 6 feet 2% inches tall 
actor. “They were there,” he says, 
“waving flags and supporting us. 
It is fantastic.” 

He says “that sort of thing 
is very new to me,” although a 
recent trip to Comic Con was 
met with much excitement and 
on a stopover in Los Angeles, he 
was recognized for his work on 
the show. 

“On the whole, it is veiy genu¬ 
ine,” he says, “very friendly. They 


just sort of sidle up next to you 
and whisper, ‘I really enjoy the 
show. I’m a big fan,’ and they’ll 
leave you to do your thing.” 

Heughan trained at the pres¬ 
tigious Royal Scottish Academy 
of Music and Drama but says be¬ 
fore signing on to do Outlander 
he was a “jobbing actor. I had 
done a lot of theatre and period 
drama in the U.K.” He cites one 
strange acting gig in particular, 
playing the lead role in a touring 
production of Batman Live, as a 
real confidence builder. 

“A terrific job,” he says. “So 
different than anything I had 
done before — doing acrobat¬ 
ics, flying across stadiums over 
thousands of people. It did give 
me a lot of confidence to stand 
in front of twenty- or thirty- 
thousand people and have to 
fight 30 henchmen eveiy night.” 

“I’ll always remember the 
first entrance as Batman, flying 
200 feet across the auditorium 
with people below and you’re 
looking down at them think¬ 
ing, ‘This is something else.’ 
They don’t teach that in acting 
school.”

Director serves 
up classic comic 
fare in While 
We’re Young 



Noah Baumbach’s latest film, 
While We’re Young, follows a 
documentaiy filmmaker in his 
40s (Ben Stiller) and his wife 
(Naomi Watts) as they go down 
the Brooklyn hipster rabbit hole 
with a couple of Bushwiclc artist- 
types (Adam Driver and Amanda 
Seyfried). But in creating an au¬ 
thentically ridiculous hipster 
world, Baumbach had to be care¬ 
ful not to ape current trends for 
fear they’d be passe by the time 
the movie came out. 

The natural solution? Just 
predict what the kids will be 
into next. 

My first question, I guess, is 
f—ing hipsters, right? 

Yeah, f— ing hipsters (laughs). 


From the time I started writ¬ 
ing this script to when we 
shot it, the notion of hipsters 
in Brooklyn had already 
morphed and grown, and 
things had changed from 
even when I first started writ¬ 
ing it, so I kind of was aware 
of the fact that to parody this 
specifically, I was always go¬ 
ing to be behind it no matter 
what. So in a way I kind of 
made up my own version of 


it while also using tropes and 
things that we’re all familiar 
with. The way we went about 
it was to make it interesting 
to us. I wasn’t sure if people 
were on rollerblades again 
yet, but I was like, “Let’s just 
do it, and I’m sure some¬ 
body’s on them.” 

You could accidentally be 
setting the new trends. 

Yeah, exactly. “What you all 


should be doing is rollerblad¬ 
ing.” 

With Adam Driver's charac¬ 
ter, you have a remarkable 
portrait of a charlatan — a 
con-artist type. How much 
of that is in the casting? 
There’s always going to be 
that balance, because on the 
one hand, Ben falling in love 
with this guy is funny from 
the beginning even if you 


don’t suspect he’s some¬ 
thing other than he claims. 
But definitely casting Adam 
broadened the opportunity 
with that guy in that he’s so 
compelling and he’s such a 
physical presence and he’s so 
charismatic and interesting. 
So it allowed for a lot of flex¬ 
ibility. 

This feels very much in the 
vein of classic screwball

comedies, in that it's about 
a couple re-learning how to 
be together. 

Yeah, comedies of re-mar¬ 
riage. I wanted to do some¬ 
thing consciously in a more 
traditional comic structure, 
and I was thinking of movies 
that Mike Nichols made like 
Working Girl, or Sydney Pol¬ 
lack with Tootsie, Jim Brooks 
with Broadcast News.

There’s a reason why the cre¬ 
ators behind Pretend We’re Kiss¬ 
ing are insisting the movie not 
be labelled a romantic comedy. 

“They’re considered second- 
rate films for the most part,” 
said star Dov Tiefenbach during 
a recent interview to promote 
the Canadian film. “They’re 
kind of considered date flicks 
or chick flicks, which is even 
derogatory — like chicks like 
bad movies. That’s kind of sex¬ 
ist, I think.” 

In truth, however, the “non- 
rom com” from Toronto-play- 
wright/actor-turned-director 
Matt Sadowski is reminiscent 
of such iconic romance films as 
Annie Hall or the Before Sun¬ 
rise trilogy. A casual character 
study, it follows the fleeting 
fireworks that spark between a 


bashful would-be drummer (Ti¬ 
efenbach) and a breezy beauty 
(Tommie-Amber Pirie of TV’s 
Bitten) seeking a magical con¬ 
nection. 

“It changed a lot,” admitted 
Sadowski of the stoiy he crafted 
a decade ago while cast as one 
of the costumed characters on 
cult-hit superhero show Power 


Rangers S.P.D. “Not to shake 
a stick at Power Rangers but 
coming from being a rising 
writer in the city of Toronto, 
and then going to do Power 
Rangers, I felt like I needed to 
do something more artistic. So 
I was like, I’m going to write a 
script, and this was the script.” 

Sadowski couldn’t have pre¬ 


dicted it would take 10 years 
to complete the film (which 
premiered across Canada on 
Wednesday) and, in fact, dur¬ 
ing that lengthy process, he 
even made another film just to 
keep motivated: the acclaimed 
documentary Don’t You Forget 
About Me, an ode to legendary 
filmmaker John Hughes (The 


Breakfast Club). 

While Pretend We’re Kissing 
is certainly a long ciy from a 
Hughes-lilce ’80s teen comedy, it 
was an experience that taught 
Sadowski one thing. 

“What I took from finding 
out about (Hughes) was he 
really just made films that he 
wanted to make,” said Sadow¬ 
ski. “And I’ve got to say, more 
so than anything I’ve ever done, 
I’m most proud of this, and I 
hope people like it. But I like it 
— and that’s the most import¬ 
ant thing.”

Folk legend 
was found 
unconscious 
in her home 

Joni Mitchell was in intensive 
care in a Los Angeles-area hos¬ 
pital on Tuesday, according to 
the Twitter account and website 
of the folk singer and Rock and 
Roll Hall of Famer. 

“Joni was found unconscious 
in her home this afternoon,” 
said a statement on the Mitch¬ 
ell website. “She is currently in 
intensive care undergoing tests 
and is awake and in good spirits.” 

It wasn’t immediately clear 
what illness she had. 

Los Angeles fire officials said 
paramedics answered an after-

noon 911 call in Bel Air, where 
Mitchell lives, and took a patient 
to the hospital. But they could 
not verify her identity or give 
details on her condition. 

The 71-year-old singer-song- 
writer told Billboard magazine 
in December that she has a rare 


skin condition, Morgellons dis¬ 
ease, which prevents her from 
performing. Still, she released a 
career-spanning four-disc box set 
last year and appeared at Clive 
Davis’ annual pre-Grammy party 
in Februaiy. 

Mitchell has received eight 
Grammy Awards, including a life¬ 
time achievement award in 2002. 
She was inducted into the Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame in 1997. 

Mitchell, who was bom in Fort 
Macleod, Alta., is also a member 
of the Canadian Music Hall of 
Fame and the Canadian Song¬ 
writers Hall of Fame. 

She started her career as a 
street musician before moving 
to Southern California, where 
she became part of the flourish¬ 
ing folk scene in the late 1960s. 

Mitchell has released 19 ori¬ 
ginal albums, the most recent in

Unique designs 
pay homage 
to history of 
building sites

When Roland Rom Colthoff, 
director of Toronto-based 
architecture firm RAW De¬ 
sign, was asked to work on a 
midrise condo near Halifax’s 
port, his team noticed the 
neighbourhood was replete 
with shipping containers. So 
they incorporated the contain¬ 
ers into the building’s design. 

Shipping containers 

The shipping containers (vis¬ 
ible on the side of the build¬ 
ing) celebrate, rather than con¬ 
ceal, the industrial heritage of 
the neighbourhood, he says. 

“We didn’t want to say ‘Oh, 
don’t worry, it’s industrial, but 
you’ll have a lovely house,”’ 
he adds. “We wanted to say, 
‘It’s industrial and you’ll have 
a great place to live and show 
off your pride as a Haligon¬ 
ian.’ (Condo buyers) can say 
‘I’m part of the port. I’m part 
of the community.’” The 142- 
unit building, expected March 
2016, has sold out. 

Southport is one of a num¬ 
ber of new or recently built 
midrise buildings across Can¬ 
ada that pay homage in a 
unique way to the space on 


which they have been built, 
in a bid by architects and de¬ 
velopers to create a sense of 
community among residents, 
and stand out in a crowded 
market. 

Just look at Vancouver’s 
King Edward Green develop¬ 
ment, which incorporates 
the famed Hobbit House (a 
picturesque fairy-tale house 
built in 1942) into its two- 


building midrise. Developer 
David Mooney says when a 
site has so much character, 
builders simply “have to find 
a way to preserve it. It shows 
we care about history and our 
heritage.” 

Glass shingles 

That’s not to say a condo has 
to conform to its historical 
roots to be a contextual fit for 


a neighbourhood, says Sasa 
Radulovic, founding principal 
and architect at Winnipeg- 
based 5468796 Architecture. 
He points to the Stradbrook 
midrise in Winnipeg that he 
and his firm worked on. Sur¬ 
rounded by historic wood- 
shingled houses, Stradbrook is 
wrapped in glass shingles, pay¬ 
ing homage to its neighbours 
in a modern way. It creates a 


mirrored panelling, letting 
the building literally reflect 
its surroundings. Another 
5468796 unit in Toronto fea¬ 
tures zig-zagged townhouses, 
meant to mirror the neigh¬ 
bouring suburb that, when 
viewed from above, looks 
staggered like a staircase. At 
the Tree House development 
(currently in pre-sales), all 
the units face the courtyard, 
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It shows we care 
about history and

which is meant to encour¬ 
age neighbours to interact, 
he adds. 

Condo buildings are not iso¬ 
lated, adds Tudor Radulescu, 
architect and principal at 
Montreal-based Kanva. Build¬ 
ings (and their inhabitants) 
are part of neighbourhoods, 
and they have to be woven 
into the urban fabric, rather 
than work against it. 

Perforated steel 

He points to a project com¬ 
pleted in 2012 in a former 
Montreal industrial neighbour¬ 
hood, which used to special¬ 
ize in steel manufacturing. To 
pay tribute to that heritage, 
and to the two-storey build¬ 
ing’s recent life as a movie 
and TV studio, the architects 
wrapped the four-storey ex¬ 
tension in perforated steel, to 
give the building the illusion 
of a curtain. 

Effectively, it fits and it’s 
nice to live somewhere that 
fits, he says. 

“People are realizing they 
can buy a condo and it doesn’t 
have to be an anonymous 
40-storey tower where you 
(only meet neighbours) when 
taking the elevator,” says Rom 
Colthoff. “They don’t want to 
buy square footage. They want 
to buy into a community.”

Canada’s Pat Simmons re¬ 
bounded from his first loss at 
the world men’s curling cham¬ 
pionship by winning a pair of 
games Wednesday, locking up 
a spot in the Page playoff 1-2 
game in the process. 

Simmons beat Switzerland’s 
Marc Pfister 8-4 in the morning 
draw and topped Scotland’s 
Ewan MacDonald 7-1 in the 
evening. The Canadian team 
of Simmons, third John Mor¬ 
ris, second Carter Rycroft and 
lead Nolan Thiessen will take 
an 8-1 record into the final day 
of round-robin play Thursday. 

“I’d say we’re playing a good 
A game,” Morris said. “But we 
want to get to an A-plus game.” 

Defending champion Thom¬ 
as Ulsrud dumped Jiri Snitil 
of the Czech Republic 12-5 to 
join Canada in a first-place tie 
and secure the other 1-2 game 
berth. Ulsrud and Simmons 
will meet Friday night with a 
spot in the final on the line. 

The third and fourth seeds 
will meet in Saturday’s 3-4 
game with the winner to ad¬ 
vance to the semifinal against 
the loser of the 1-2 game. The 
semifinal winner will play for 


gold and the loser will play 
for bronze. 

The medal games are set 
for Sunday. The Canadians, 
who suffered their only loss to 
Ulsrud on Tuesday night, are 
hoping to return to the podium 
after settling for a fourth-place 
finish last year in Beijing.

There was a time when Duke’s 
Mike Rrzyzewski led Final Four 
teams built around players who 
stayed for years to grow into 
tournament-tested veterans. 

No longer, not in today’s one- 
and-done world in which top 
players rarely stick around long. 

The Blue Devils enter this 
week’s Final Four relying on 
more freshman starters than 
John Calipari at Kentucky’s NBA 
factoiy. The Blue Devils have 
three freshmen players who 
face stay-or-go decisions after 
the season. 

“What Coach K has done 
in my judgment, and I think 
Calipari has done the same 
thing, they’ve adapted to the 
landscape, and they are deal¬ 
ing with it in a positive way,” 
said Jay Bilas, an ESPN analyst 
who played on Krzyzewslei’s 
first Final Four team in 1986. 

“Now people want to use 
value judgments to it and say, 
‘This is not the way it’s sup¬ 
posed to be’ and ‘This is anti¬ 
thetical to college.’ Well, says 
who?” 

Krzyzewski, the Hall of Fam- 
er in his 35th season at Duke 
and the winningest coach in 
men’s Division I histoiy with 
1,016 wins, didn’t have a 
player go pro early for 
nearly two decades.

Their arrival comes a year 
after Parker arrived as an all 
but certain one-year player. 

The reality is it isn’t all that 
different — except maybe for 
the smaller numbers — than 
what Kentucky’s Calipari often 
is criticized for doing with his 
“succeed and proceed” ap¬ 
proach, a response to the NBA’s 
requirement for players to be 
at least one year out of high 
school before entering the draft.
